The 
courses  are  to  expand  the  students’  academic 
experience,  to  help  prepare  them  for  the  de¬ 
mands  of  college  level  work  and  to  provide 
students  an  opportunity  to  study  in  depth  a 
subject  in  which  they  are  especially  interested.

English  xOlO  -  Creative  Writing.  With 
careful  guidance  from  the  course  instructor,

students  learn  how  to  focus  their  thinking  and 
to  direct  their  writing  abilities  toward  creative 
expressions  of  their  ideas.  The  author  of  the 
course,  John  Sanders,  is  an  award  winning 
teacher  who  has  much  experience  teaching 
academically  advanced  high  school  students. 
The  course  emphasizes  the  techniques  of  crea¬ 
tive  writing,  improving  writing  skills,  and 
developing  thinking  skills.  The  lesson  ma¬ 
terial  consists  of  readings  from  a  variety  of 
sources.  Students  prepare  responses  to  essays, 
stories,  photographs,  and  their  own  expe¬ 
riences  that  are  designed  to  teach  skills,  to 
enliven  students’  perceptions  of  their  writing 
and  of  the  world  around  them.  15  lessons. 
Prerequisite:  minimum  of  a  B  average;  credit: 
1/2  unit;  tuition  and  fees:  $85. 


Science  xOlO  -  Science,  Technology,  and 
Society.  This  course  involves  a  critical  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  fundamental  dimensions  of  sci¬ 
entific  research  and  its  relation  to  technology 
and  to  our  society.  It  includes  study  of  the 
methods  of  scientific  thinking  and  research, 
such  as  making  observations  and  measure¬ 
ments,  formulating  hypotheses,  and  making 
inferences.  How  these  methods  relate  to  tech¬ 
nological  developments  and  how  society  is  af¬ 
fected  are  investigated  by  using  contemporary 
examples  such  as  genetic  engineering  and  acid 
rain.  Students  investigate  current  issues  and 
formulate  and  express  their  own  positions  on 
the  issues.  15  lessons.  Prerequisite:  minimum 
of  a  B  average;  credit:  1/2  unit;  tuition  and 
fees:  $85. 


igh  School  Students 


Statistics  xOlO  -  An  Introduction  to  Statis¬ 
tics  for  High  School  Students.  This  course  is 
based  upon  a  new  textbook  on  statistics  writ¬ 
ten  for  high  school  students  by  four  experi¬ 
enced  math  teachers,  Using  Statistics  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Kenneth  Travers,  Professor  William 
Stout,  James  Swift,  and  Joan  Sextro.  The 
course  presents  the  fundamental  concepts  of 
statistics  in  a  clear,  concise  way.  It  empha¬ 
sizes  learning  statistics  as  it  is  found  in  real 
cases  and  the  application  of  what  is  learned  to 
real-life  situations.  The  course  covers  the  first 
8  chapters  of  Using  Statistics.  The  chapters 
include  material  on  learning  to  work  with  data 
and  to  interpret  statistical  descriptions  and 
material  on  probability  and  making  decisions 
with  statistics.  This  course  is  excellent  prepa¬ 
ration  for  college.  Statistics  is  now  required 
for  baccalaureate  degrees  in  business,  psy¬ 
chology,  and  most  social  sciences.  16  lessons. 
Prerequisites:  1  year  of  high  school  math  and 
aC+  average;  credit:  1/2  unit;  tuition  and  fees: 
$85  plus  the  textbook  (about  $30). 


Statistics  xOll  -  An  Introduction  to  Statis¬ 
tics,  Part  II.  This  course  is  the  companion 
course  to  Statistics  xO  10  covering  the  remain¬ 
ing  8  chapters  of  the  text,  Using  Statistics.  In 
this  course,  more  sophisticated  concepts  are 
studied  by  examining  real  cases  and  applying 
concepts  to  real  situations.  18  lessons.  Pre¬ 
requisites:  1  year  of  high  school  math,  comple¬ 
tion  of  Statistics  xOlO,  and  a  C+  average; 
credit:  1/2  unit;  tuition  and  fees:  $85. 
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REQUIREMENTS 


To  enroll  students  must  be  in  their  junior  or 
senior  year.  Enrollment  also  requires  the  per¬ 
mission  of  a  guidance  counselor,  designation 
of  a  course  advisor,  and  if  the  student  wishes 
to  earn  credit  for  the  course,  approval  of  the 
high  school  principal.  The  course  advisor  is  a 
person  who  will  monitor  the  progress  of  the 
student  and  be  available  if  and  when  the  stu¬ 
dent  needs  assistance  with  a  lesson.  The  ad¬ 
visor  will  not  be  required  to  maintain  any 
communication  with  the  Division  of  Guided 
Individual  Study;  however,  the  advisor  may 
be  contacted  when  a  student’s  work  indicates 
he/she  is  having  significant  difficulty.

Complete  the  application  form  and  obtain  the 
signatures  of  the  principal  and/or  the  head  of 
the  guidance  office,  and  the  course  advisor. 
Mail  the  application  form,  a  copy  of  your  offi¬
